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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the recited structure for a thermoplastic resin foam molding. 
Independent claims 1 and 8 identify the uniquely distinct feature of a projection formed on a 
substrate made up of a foam layer and a skin layer which contains no voids, both layers being of 
the same material wherein "the ratio (R/L) of the curvature R of a joint between the projection 
and the substrate to the thickness L of the skin layer is from 3 to 50, R is a value defined by the 
outermost surfaces of the substrate and the projection, and L is an average value of the thickness 
of the skin layer measured in cross section in the thickness direction in at least three positions 
near the projection but not where the substrate and projection join". The closest prior art of 
record, Masubuchi et al. (EP 0 925 895), discloses a thermoplastic resin foam molding having a 
substrate and a projection formed integrally with the substrate from the same material, which 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations.
